Ifadrid, May 18.— At the moment uf 
hie departure 'from the Cape Verde 
lilande. Admiral Cervera, in command 
of the Spanish squadron In West In- 
dian waters, made the following ad- 
dress to the crews of bis ships: 

After three years of struggle in Cuba 
we were nearing the end of the trou- 
ble, which certainly v.'ould have been 
ended three months ago but for Amer- 
ica's aid. That nation, believing she 
had created by underhand means a 
thousand emtiHiraHsmenta, but that 
nevertheless she would not be able to 
attain the object of her ambition, at 
last threw off the mask, and, when 
the insurrection was on its last legs, 
commenced against us the most un- 
just war In the history of the world. 

Spain did not wish for war. Her 
conduct proved this. She conceded 
everythins a self-respecting nation 
could concede, but the Americans, 
whose ambitldii in iiinatiable. always 
asked for sometluug more, and even 
what belonged to us— that land, dis- 
covered by Spaniards led byColumbus. 

Forwart!, then, to the war, since we 
are forced thereto by the Americans' 
blind ambition. But, let us enter the 
conflict as did the Spaniards of old, 
strong in their rights and trustful In 
God, who will never abandon a just 
cause and who will aid our efforts. 

I need not enjoin discipline among 
you, - for during the past six months 
you have been under my command, 1 
have only had cause for congratula- 
tions. Nor need I call on you to do 
yeur duty conscientiously, especially 
during the watches, which will often 
be most trying. Btlll less need I urge 
von to display courage. You are 
Spaniards, and that is sufficient in war. 

Then, when I lead you to battle, 
have confidence in your chiefs, and 
the nation, whose eye is UDon you, 
will see that Spain today la the Spain 
of all time.

Hongkong, May 18. — The steamer 
Esmeralda, which has Just arrived 
from Manilla with 400 refugees, chiefly 
Chlneia, rvpbrts that the United State* 
cruisers Concord and Boston are going 
to Hollo, where they expect prompt 
capitulation and to recapture the 
American ship Saranak, with a cargo 
of coal. The blockade of Manilla Is 
extremely rigid and several foreign 
ships have been refused admlttince. 

The rebels are useless as allies of 
Admiral Dewey. They are utterly dis- 
united, quite half of them being in 
favor of Spain. The Cavlte arsenal 
was found empty. Colonel Mlquel of 
the artillery committed sulcid" he-» 
cause he discovered that the ammuni- 
tion was non-existent. 

Captain General Augustl Is trying to 
conciliate the rebels and has author- 
ized the establibhment of native coun- 
cils. The archbishop of Manilla, In 
a pastoral Issued on the 8th Inet, said: 

"Christians, defend your faith 
against heretics who raise an insuper- 
able barrier to Immortal souls, enslave 
thi people, abolish crosses from cem- 
eteries, forbid pastors to perform bap- 
tianr, matrimony or funeral rites, or 
to administer oonsolatlon or grant ab- 
solution." 

Pending the arrival ef troops from 
the United States the Americans deter 
hoatlUtles ashore. 



BLOCKAUIMO FLEET 

Are Anxlouily Awuitloi the Appearance 
<>r SpuiiUh S4]uailran> 

Key West. May 18.— The ships of the 
American 'blockading squadron are 

keeping a vigilant watch for the ap- 
pearance of the Spanish fleet, and will 
not be taken by surprise should the 
Spanish men-of-war round Cape An- 
tonio, the westernmost point of Cuba 
and swoop down upon Havana. 

All our ships have been warned by 
Commodore Watson of the possibility 
of such a move and scilors are kept 
constantly In the tops, where they can 
sweep the horizon for 30 miles, looking 
out for the first sign of a hostile ship. 

All the naval officers on the blockade 
Station are anxious for a meeting with 
the Spaniards, and when Informed that 
the latest reports placed them off the 
coast of Venezuela they jubilantly de- 
clared that the enemy could be hemmeil 
In between the Windward islands and 
the Yucatan channel, to be destroyed. 

The torpedo boats and fast yachts 
of the auxiliary flefet keep the blockad- 
ing ships In constant communication 
with Key West, whence the move- 
ments of vessels are being directed. 

The blockade of Havana has been 
maintained without incid.>nt ^Ince the 
Conde Vendlto and Legasspi attempted 
to draw our ships under the big guns 
of the Santa Clara battery on Bator- 
day. 



Went to tfie Bottom. 
Op(1enpt)urK, N. Y., May 18. — One- 
half of the United States revenue cutter 
Qreehatt went to the bottom of the St. 
Lawrence river and now rests hi 25 
feet of water. The steamer had been 
cut in two and pontooncd for passage 
through the Canadian canals to Mon- 
treal, where she was to be reunited 
and sent to Join the navy. While wsit- 
Ing for the tugs to start down the river 
the bow section, 48 feet in length, tuil- 
denly careened to one side, forcing that 
pontoon under the water. The upper 
pontoon then shifted position drawing 
the other pontoon entirely away from 
the boat section almost turning It bot- 
tom up. Fourteen seamen were thrown 
Into the water, but all escaped. 



Worie Than Reported. 

Washington, May 18.— Reports re- 
ceived here from Key West show that 
the condition of the Uttle torpedo boat 
Wihslow is much worse than was sup- 
posed and It will be necessary, In all 
probability, to have her come to Nor- 
folk tor repairs. One shot smashed 
her low pressure starboard cyi*nier 
end another 'traversed pne of her boll- 
eri.

Want* More ReKUlnrn. 

Washington, May 18.— Colonel R. P. 
Hughes, inspector general, with head- 
quarters at New Tork city, was at the 
war department on a mission from 
General Merritt In connection with the 
assignment ol regular troops to accom- 
pany the Philippine expedition soon 
to start from San Francisco. There 
are not enough regulars in the west to 
furnish the number that General Mer- 
ritt thinks should he prut on the ex- 
pediitno, and consequently Secretary 
Alges and the department ofildals have 
been considering the advisability of 
withdrawing about three of the infan- 
try regiments from Tampa. 

Vaal Na Aitprahaastoa. 

Washington, May 18.— The depart- 

ment professes to feel no nppr<;hen- 
tion that Admiral Dev.ey or his men 
ore in any wise endangered by their 
occupation of Manilla harbor on the 
present basis, but this can not be said 
of the unfortunate Inhabitants of Ma- 
nilla If the presont situation Is pro- 
tracted unduly. It is no small matter 
to organize and transport an expedi- 
tion ot 18,000 or 18,000 «3ldlers «,000 
miles across the sea at short notice, 
and the indications are that within a 
week soiiio of tlu^ soldiers at least will 
be on their way from San Francisco. 
Ohla'a Artillenr ArrlTe*. 
Chickamauga National Park, Ga., 
May 18. — At 6 o'clock Tuesday even- 
ing 11 regiments of Infantry, one of 
cavalry and five of light artillery— 12,- 
000 men all told— had reported to Gen- 
eral Brooke, In command of the 
Chickamauga army. The First bat- 
talion, First Ohio light artillery, ar- 
rived at noon on one train, 406 men 
and officers, under command of Major 
Charles T. Atwell. They are thor- 
oughly equipped with camping outilt, 
uniforms and side arms, but will be 
equipped with field guns by the ord- 
nance department here. 

Ueltl an Spiel. 

Madrid, May 18. — It is announced 
here In a dispatch from Havana that 
after the arrival of the Uncas off that 
port the two captured American news- 
pai»er insn were examined, and it ib 
added that the inquiry revealed the 
fact that they could not be considered 
as prisoners of war, but must be 
locked up as spies, one being.

tuckians, Major Henry T. .Stanton, w ho 
died a few days since in Frankfort, was 
an inexhaustible source of delight and 
entertainment to those with whom he 
was thrown in contact. He was full of 
kindness and genial good humor, besides 
being a man of vast experiouce and of 
scholarly attainments. It is also well 
known that he was in the front rank of 
Waatorn poets. He was a bubbling 
■pring of melody. He did not labor at 
hia work. Sometimes he would not write 
a verse for days or weeks, and his mind 
would seem to be engrossed with other 
things, wlien suddenly he would sit 
down and at lightning speed dash oS a 
poem, put it in an envelope and mail it 
to one of the leading magazines, in which 
it would in due time appear. 

Major Stanton never cared for money— 
in fact, he seemed to think that it was 
made eiiiiply to spend— and it was need- 
less to say that when he died he was a 
poor man. In this connection it has 
been suirjreHtcd that he has left a heritage 
of greater value than tliat bequeathed by 
inany more praetioal men; and that Mrs. 
•Stanton could realiz; a handsome sum 
by collectint; his poems an.i publishing 
them in book form, togetlier with a 
sketch of his life. The book would have 
an'' intrinsic value in itself, and aside 
from this it would no doubt find a ready 
Bale among bis large circle of friends 
who would be glad of an opportunity to 
o^taiQ ■nob a memento of the dead poet.

A Maysvillian Tells of the At 
tempts To Land Arms For 
the lasorgents.

We left Key Weet May 9th nnder an- 

pervieion of Captain Dorat, Fourth TT. S. 
Cavalry, with two picketl companies of 
oar regiment— Oompany "E," ander Cap- 
tain 3. J. O'Ooanell and Oompany "O," 
ander command of OtflU Nat P. Phiatwr, 
of Mnyeville. 

We l>ad on board some Oabao insur- 
gent offioeri, who wanted to Join Qeneral 
Qomes, and an immense quantity of 
rifles and all ports of explosives aiiti tien- 
eral implenieats of war which we have 
been tryioK to land at any point In Ooba 
for the Inioigenta for vae againat the 
Spaniah army. 

While we were landing; three insurgent 
otlicers yesterday about 3 o'clock we 
were attaehed from the ahore by aboot 
five troops of Spanish cavalry. The bul- 
lets from the enemy whizzed d— n close 
to our heads. Fortunately we were es- 
corted by the ffonboat Manning and the 
patrol boat Waap. They rendered as 
great assistance, and dispersed the Span- 
ish forces. We succeeded in landing the 
three oSicers and horaea. The mission 
of theae oflSoara was to commanicatc 
witli the array of Gomez and arrange for 
the Cubans to meet as and receive the 
carso. 

At thia very moment wa^re aalliBg off 

the province of Pinar del Kio. All day 
yesterday we w ere tired at from the coast 
by riflemen of Spain, but we did not re- 
tarn the flre nntil we landed at 3 p. m. 
The reaalt of yesterday's engagement was 
■areral Spanish killeri and oiu* captured. 
We have that poor son of a gun aboard 
now. 

From Information received the Spanish 
aoldiers along the coast are short tn 
rations and many of them have on'y 
aweet potatoes, and only few of them, fur 
nbdatanoa. 

I forgot to say that our loes was noth- 
ing but some powder and shot. We, 
however, foand it impracticable to make 
any further attempt to land last night, 
80 wo polled oat to sea to await for day- 
light to^y for farther experiments. 
Since 4 o'clock this morning v/e have 
been cruising along the coast close to 
ahora loo&Ing ont for Insargenta so as to 
land oar anppliee, but instead of seeing 
them, we met lots of ."Spanish field ar 
tlOery. They fired upon us, the shell and 
aolid shot coming dose aroand oar ve»- 
ael. Their lire waa retarned by the Man- 
ning and the Wasp, while we steamed 
out to sea to get out oi range. The scrap 
lasted about one hour, between 9 and 10 a. 
m. We deatroyed one of their forts near 
Muriel during the engagement. Result 
of this encounter: S'panisii loss unknown, 
but it must have been considerable from 
the looka of tha hits made by onr side. 
Our loss, same as irst, notbhsg bat shot 
and shell. 

We have rations aboard for about one 
month, bot coal and water for only eight 
daji. We art still trying to land oar 
cargo. I at present think we will eventu- 
ally have to give up our mission and re- 
tarn to Key Weat, aa I think the Span- 
iarda have got onto oar aehama and hato 
the Onbans driven back into the moon- 
tains and interior, as well as having the 
cout too well guarded for our small 
force, which odbalats of only seven officers 
and 106 men. However, if any honor of 
firing the first shot on Spaniards in Cuba 
by our forces ia worth anything, we 
have it,— fighting "G" and"E," formerly 
of Oallfomla, whidh waa Gen. Shatter's 
old regiment. 

It is quite a sight to see the naval dis- 
play between Key West and Cuba. The 
1>loekada aatabliahad by oar navy b per- 
iMt since we have been at sea we have 
had shots fired across our bow at night 
on many occasions. Of course we would 
heave to, and get permission to go abead. 

We hava tagi with the fleet witb
